Old Aborigines Witnesses in 
New Mexico-Texas Bound¬ 
ary Suit ~ 

Auatln. March 22.—In the dimmed 
memories of nine aged Indiana and 
Mexicans, last reminders of the 
pioneer West, the Htate of New 
Mexico has sought the solution of a 
boundary dispute with Texas Involv¬ 
ing.20.000 acres of rich land.' 

The line between the two states 
where they meet near the northern 
boundary of old Mexico was estab¬ 
lished along the channel of the Rio 
Grande River In 1*60. Since then, 
however, the channel of the river has 
shifted, carving out of New Mexico 
20.000 acres of land and placing It in 
Texas, according to contentions of 
the former state. 

USED RIVER TRAILS 

In the days before the fifties In¬ 
dians and Mexicans traveled back 
and forth from Mexico to the 1'nited 
K lutes. using the trails that followed 
the meandering river A number of 
these Indians and Mexicans, who 
were then boys, are still living and 
the State Of New Mexico has aought 
their aid to establish the old channel 
of the rlvgr. whjch the state alleges 
is 2.000 feet east of the Resent 
channel. Testimony of theee men 
has been used in a suit brought by 
New Mexico, pending in ihe United 
States Supreme Court. 

Traveling back along the paths of 
memory almost four score years, the 
* old men have attempted to trace for 
the New Mexico engineers the course

mountains and the friendly trees re¬ 
main as guides. 

In a voluminous brief. Just pre- 
nared by the Ptate of Texas, It la 
intended the evidence offered by 
these old men Is too vague and un¬ 
certain to establish definitely the 
course of the river In I860.

Price, of HauliiHLFreight in 
U.S. Sub ject o f Survey 

Chicago, March 22.—Cost of haul¬ 
ing freight lit the United Htates has 
undergone little change In the last 
forty years, according to a survey 
Just completed by the Research 
Council of the National Transporta¬ 
tion Institute, comparing freight 
rates with wholesale prices since 
1887. While the costs of basic com¬ 
modities have undergone wide fluc¬ 
tuations, the survey points, out, thf i 
cost of freight transportation ha* j 
Jogged along close to the base level, 
apparently having little effect on 
prices or on the changes in Industrial j 
costs. 

TWO CHI£F PERIODS ‘ 

| “Prices In the United States have | 
gone through t%o major movements 
In the last fifty-five years." the sur¬ 
vey discloses. "FTom the lato sixties ! 
to 1897 the trend of prices was steadily I 
downward, with the exception of brief 
rallies in 1872, 1880. 1888 and 1893. 
After the 1921 depression prices rose^. 
until April, 1923. The price level ati 
the beginning of 1924 stands some¬ 
what-above the price level of 1870. | 

“From 18*7 to 1897 freight rav*a j 
and prices fell together. Freight 
rates remained at the depression , 
level ufctil 1917, a period of twenty! 
years, while prices were rising, j 
When freight rutes began to rise in ;

RETRENCHMENT 

T HE cry lias been raised across the 
country for retrenchment in.Domin¬ 
ion expenditures—“let economy he 
jnconfined”.—and Premier Mackenzie 
King in the estimates introduced in the 
1 louse of Commons this week has given 
the country what it has heen asking for. 

As introduced, the estimates totalling 
1400.571,860, involve a reduction, of 
>27,000,000 from the main estimates last 
yea* and Uf more than $46,000,000 when 
•ompared with last year's total including 
the supplementaries. More than $19,000,- 
300 of the reduction this year is due to 
the lessened demands of the Canadian 
National Railway. The year-to-year 
financial demands of this railway have 
tiecn an enormous drag on the Dominion 
Government. This decrease in the rail¬ 
way's demands this year is the first ef¬ 
fect of policies to place it on its feet 
inaugurated since Mr. King brought Sir 
Henry Thornton to Canada and placed 
him in absolute charge. 

Noteworthy in the estimates as con- 
srete proof of the Government’s earnest¬ 
ness in its move for retrenchment, is the 
absence of the usual extensive list of 
pablic works. The axe has been swung 
in all departments and the door has heen 
closed against playing any favorites, in 
the perennial demand of districts in every 
part of the country for new construction. 
The public works votes are for continu¬ 
ation of work already begun and for a 
few improvements which are immediately 
’ssentia! such as the new $16,500 fisheries 
patrol station on the Eraser River. 

The largest saving under the miseeL 
laneous head, is that of $1,700,000 in the 
civil service. There will likely be much 


PARLIAMENT AND CHURCH UNION 

T HE tariff will he prominently in the 
limelight at Ottawa this session, but 
* it is not going to have the stage to 
itself by any means. Standing in the 
wings and awaiting its cue is another 
actor whose debut promises to furnish a 
wry lively and probably a sensational in¬ 
terest. This is the church union bill and 
we venture the prediction that as soon 
as it squarely eon fronts St he House it will 
cause more perplexity than any other 
subject, with which the members will have 
to deal, particularly those from English- 
speaking const itueneies, who compose 
about two-thirds of the membership. 

In every electoral riding there are 
unionists and anti-unionists who arc di¬ 
vided by church, not by party, politics. 
If they jarp more intensely pros.uud antis 
on ehun'h union than they are Liberals, 
Conservatives and Progressives, or high 
and low tariffites, they may provide an 
entirely new political orientation to 
which their members in . the House 
will have to adjust themselves. Then 
again a large proportion of their 
electors are neither unionists nor anti- 
unionists, hut nevertheless as taxpayers 
have an interest in the relation the pro¬ 
posal in the House has to the future 
of church property, as well us the general 
interest voters Rhould have in every sub¬ 
ject'which engage^ the attention of their 
elected representatives. > 

The average member will ask himself 
what course does his constituency want 
him to take on church union. It is not 
sufficient for him to consult alone the re- 
suit of the vote in the churches involved 
in the, proposal in his riding, since he also 
represents the large element w^iieh ^Be¬ 
longs and adheres to churches not directly 
concerned as well as those who have no 
church affiliationsgit all. This is his prob¬ 
lem and it is a distracting one. He can 
derive no light and leading from his party 
caucus or his party leaders at Ottawa. 
His party political organization in his con¬ 
stituency can not help him. as it must 
be more of less sharply divided on the 
subject. He may lie button-holed by • 
lobbyists ou both sides. What is the poor 
member who conscientiously wants to ex¬ 
press the will of the majority of his elec¬ 
tors going to dot Obviously three is 
nothing for him hut to study the question

ernment generally. 

With the big cut in expenditure, the 
Government has been,able to increase from 
$600,000 to $750,000 the appropriation 
for the Empire Settlement scheme, which 
. is essential just now. At the same time 
without* injuring the effectiveness of the 
immigration department as a whole it has 
managed to cut the cost of contingencies 
from *1,KX).000 to $1,579,000. The en v - 
mons increase in the Western Canadian 
irrain crop requires additional facilities 
for its handling but the Government has 
kept-these down to a $800,000 grant for a 
grain elevator at Edmonton and an in¬ 
crease of $35,000 for the operation of gov¬ 
ernment terminal elevators. 

To the men who- fought in tlie Great 
War and their dependents, it. is cheering 
to learn from lion. II. S. Helandt Minister 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment, that 
,n making the retrenchments proposed he 
relieves the Government will ,be able 
to continue the pensions'without the Sine- 
third eut which was feared as the result I 
of the elimination of the bonus which Will 
lapse in the Fall. 

In considering what the Government 
. is doing in the way of cutting down ex- | 
penses, it is illuminatinilr to recall what 
Mr. King told the House earlier in the 
session. The Premier showed that dis¬ 
bursements for the fiscal year 1922-23 
were $434,452 340, of which’$308,324,!«EI 
was uncontrollable, expenditure for fixed 
charges and .debt interest, leaving only 
$126,12(.437 over which the Government 
had. ordinary control. He pointed ou* 
that the controllable expenditure in the 
last year tinder Sir Wilfrid Laiirier 
amounted tif^ $158,627,828. The contrast 
is heightened when it is realized that no 
allowance is made for ihe fact that the 
purchasing power of thty dollar to-day is 
les* than two-thirds what it was before 
the war.

SINGS OF PEACE TO 
■ THE HEART OF MAN 

Island Forests and Streams Beckon With Irresistible 
Allure; Few Places More Bountifully Endowed By 
Nature With Game and Fish 


Since primitive man coaxeil tlm first saurian monster down 
into'a pitfall and threw- rocks at it until it died, mankind has 
twen lured by the call of the wild.. In early years, without 
doubt, man was more hunted than hiiHiynfcr. but as he (rained a 
a mastery over the beasts an in (Trained love of the ehase was 
nourished until in modern days those who have not held a rod 
or (run in their bauds before their sixteenth birthday are few 
indeed. * 


But ..fhertas man itrat hantnl 
In self-defence. or'for food, now¬ 
adays he does so for no such rea¬ 
sons and can afford to be more 
sportsmanlike In hi* dealings 
with Nature's creatures in forest 
and.stream. After fenerations of 
n»of tops man takes a deli*ht In 
"getting back to Nature." even 
If only for a few days In the year. 
No statistics are kept on such a 
point, but It is fair to presume 
that nine out of every ten hunt¬ 
ers enjoy their day in the woods 
irrespective of whether their 
pouches arc filled or not. 

NATURE'S CATHEDRAL 

In truth, is it not the indefin¬ 
able something that comes from 
an hour In Nature's cathedral 
that brings peace to the mind 
freed from daily problems? Not 
all people can compose music, 
yet few there are who yield not 
to the charms of Its rhythm. Art¬ 
ists are comparatively rare in 
this business-day world, but 
many who cannot paint may ap¬ 
preciate the unspoiled beauty of 
Nature TintW Vet da at foe» *•«. ■ - 

There la a spell, as potent as 
•ny of Fairyland. In the tall, 
standing sentinels of pine, and in 
the sheen of the sun on the mir¬ 
roring surface of a fresh-water 
lake; the "whirr" of a blue grouse 
as it wing* Its way from under 
the bracken; the bounds of a 
buck a*, it clean* a log in full 
flight; the "flop" of a trout In 
Its evening meal —these are the 
spells of the woodlands, key¬ 
notes In the anthem that Nature 
sing- to a world grown weary of 
artificial breakfast foods and 
make-belief. 

What wonder, then, that the 
hunting season ushers in a gen¬ 
eral exodus where cities are va¬ 
cated by all who can steal even a 
brief respite from their dally 
round? The angler has his in¬ 
nings first, for trout, his chief 
lure, become fair game in March, 
about the time when the first 
Brown" settles on th* 
over-fed river and is gulped down 
by a delighted shaveling perhaps 
eight Inches long. 

A SPORTSMAN'S PAQ^DISE 

- Few places have more trout¬ 
breeding waters in proportion to 
their site than has the Island 
Kingdom wherein Victoria. Capi¬ 
tal f'lty of British Columbia, is 
enthroned like an emerald In the 
dtudem of a goddess. And surely 
that-g<«ddess is Dtuna. for where 
muM be found a land more truly 
worthy of the title *\V Hporta- 
man's Paradise"? 

Rainbow. Dolly Varden. Brook, 
and t'ut-throat trout abound in 
island lakes and streams. The 
Tyee, king of all salmon, draws 
many a man from his fireside In 
I/ifidon. England, to Campbell 
river there to cast his fly for tha 
big-game fish. Spring, steel- 
head. cohoe salmon, and their 
youngsters, the grilse, make a 
year-amundsport in local waters, 
accessible to all. Inexpensive and 
satisfying. Fresh or salt, fishing 
that would stir, the most blase ia 
here to be had for the asking. 

I .ess known, but a “dead-gams’* 
fish for all that, the fresh water 
boss Inhabits Island lake* and 
gives many a fly-fisherman a 
half-hour of undiluted bliss. Dry* 
fly. wet fly. troli> or bait. Island 
lakes and strHIms can eater to 
the needs of all. and this in a set¬ 
ting so replete with beauty that 
It casts a spell upon its devotees 
that brings balm to the soul har¬ 
ried by the petty irritations of a 
thousand business-days. 

IN ISLAND COVERTS * 

llow fares it with the hunter, 
one might ask? Nature is boun¬ 
tiful: wjiat she has done for< the 
angler Is extended alike --tt> tha 
followers of the gun. Be it deer, 
game birds or hcaf this Island 
has much to offer. Deer abound 
In Its valleys. Pheasants border 
Its farm lauds. Blue grouse and 
willow grouse are very prominent 
memle-rs of its forest communi¬ 
ties. Two kinds of quail. Cali¬ 
fornia and mountain, have their 
ptar.c on Ita gutn- laws, Snipe 
la not wanting. Duck, fresh wa¬ 
ter and salt, find Island waters a 
harborage.

been liberated in Island fast¬ 
nesses where first reports .say 
they have made themselves at 
borne. They are. for the present, 
protected. 

Another experiment, on an earl¬ 
ier date, ha- added a valuable 
addition to Island game bird* in 
the presence of the imported 
Hungarian partridge. In a very 
few years these birds have made 
themselves a potential factor in 
the sportsman s bag. and give a 
type of shooting that resembles 
Irish fields and Scottish moors in 
all save the presence of the hea¬ 
ther. 

F«*r thp varied nature of its 
gam*-; for its* bounteousnes* and 
inexpensive accessibility Victoria 
and Its Island domain can lay 
Just claim to lwing a Mecca for the 
devotees of the rod, caraeru and 
gun. It is an outdoor paradise 
where all who will may lavs 
themselves in Natures rarest 
font, where baptism brings a 
sweet content that outlives even 
the tenacious chords of memory.

Becond to nope for its oppor¬ 
tunities with rod or gun. Victoria 
and its Island Kingdom has yet 
another claim to distinction 
through the grariousness of a

The lake district Including 
Sprout. Great Central and Cam¬ 
eron Lake offers a veritable 
paradise for the camera-hunter, 
and there are many siMkh to-day.

NOW PROTECTED 
S BY LEGISLATION 


Bounteous Vield to Rod and Gun Will Remain Island's 
Foremost Attraction; Seasons Extended to Cover 
Year With Twelve Months of Sport 


Game i-ojiscrvation is not a urw study ; nor is it au idlr one. 
Vancouver Island, in i-onum n with tlie remainder of British 
Columbia, ran boast of |irnetieul legislation wliieh has done 
mneh alonjr this lim; to retain for future (fenerations Ihe same 
ideal abundance of game birds and game fish as enjoyed to-day. 

Kesidents of tile Island are well acquainted with the pro¬ 
visions which call for hag limits to nearly every type of hunt¬ 
ing and fishing indulged in locally. ' 


Within recent years the ques- 
llori of the killing Of does ha* 
l*een satisfactorily settled, and 
with a .total prohibition of rb>e* 
and a bag limit of three-in-*- 
season for bucks Island <brr are 
not in danger of being depleted, 
unless it is advancing settle¬ 
ments drive tU‘*ni fmni their last 
stand in the forest. 

Similarly pheasant*. grouse 
quail, partridge and other game 
birds aw protected l*oth by an 
actual hag limit to the (Jay's 
shooting, and In a large measure 
by the manipulation of the open¬ 
ing dates in the shooting season 
from year to year. 

BOUNTIES ON KILLERS 

la*** directly, hut to an extent 
that is seldom>-reaUsed, bounties 
<»n the heads of panthers, wolves 
and other predatory Inhabitant* 
of the forest have done much to 
develop Ahe breeding of deer and 
birds. Panthers have been known 
to kill a drer for every day In the 
week, often this I* from the 
sheer lust of killing, for the car¬ 
cass is left after a little Mood 
has been drained from its neck. 
‘Wolves are less a nuisance in the 
inhaldted^parts of t h e Is la mV ^ b o t 

In deer man)* times over. 

Ho liy the mitigation of the de¬ 
structive forces of Nature, and a 
sane control of the toll taken by 
mankind, legislation In a preven¬ 
tative way has ^one much to fos¬ 
ter the attraction local wood* 
will always have to offer to the 
hunter or angler. 

In a direct way much ha* been 
dope to the same end Pheasant 
farms have been established with 
excellent results. One such is in 
operation on the Haanicli Penin¬ 
sula. where tho birds are found 
to do extremely well. Mongolian 
pheasants thrive on the Island, 
on the barters of 'every settle- 
ntent the pheasants are Inclined 
to be a deal of u nuisance until 
the guns of the hunters take 
timely toll of their ranks. Last 
year hens were thrown open to 
the guns for a few da vs in the 
Cowichan District, on the reenm- 
mendatDm of the authorities, whs 
found the- female birds gaining 
too groat a preponderance. 
IMPORTED BIRDS THRIVE 

The experiment of bringing in 
Hungarian partridge from the 
outside for breeding on Island 
land is |>erhaps too well known to 
necessitate more than passing 
reference. The partridge have 
thrive in our climate, *nd the 
last few years have seen part¬ 
ridge shooting such as would de¬ 
light! the heart of anyone accus¬ 
tomed to the sporting shot offered 
fiy this bird. Though partridge 
are well qualified to take care of 
themselves, they are protected 
also-by bag-limits, and a short 
season. 

tjuall has proved one of the 
l*est features of Inland shooting 
for a great many years. The 
,wc(’allfomia quail, another visitor, 
by the way. found Island woods 
such a haven of rest and plenty 
that, they thrived here In unusual 
numbers. The coveys increase 
to fifty or more birds and offer u 
type of shooting that must in¬ 
experienced to bo appreciated to 
the full. 

. Grouse, willow and blue, arc 
native here. and. llkf most na¬ 
tives. are hardy, well maintained, 
and offer a class of shooting that 
needs no introduction. The blues 
find u harvest in the sulal bushes 
and the pillows do equally well 
in the swamps. 

Snipe ure to be found in many 
a ditch, and add a tyi»e of shoot¬ 
ing that is greatly In demand. 

It Is a proud man who gets his 
limit of Island snipe, for It lakes' 
a ready eye and a quick hand to 
keep a gun on the will-o-the- 
wlsp creators who Is one second 
on this side of a hedge, and the 
next completely out of sight. 

Duck, in their legions, find 
Island lakes and bays a resting- 
place in season, and offer an cx- 
» celJent close to a season thgt ex¬ 
tends far beyond the duration of 
that in force In most cither coun¬ 
tries. The hunter will find on 
Vancouver Island, within easy 
distance of Victoria, such shott¬ 
ing that few countries could offer 
wlfrhln such a short compass, and 
a season that extends from Keot- 
tember right around until tho 
closeoft January 81. 
CONTINUOUS SEASONS 

Scarcely two months Intervene 
between the closing of Che hunt--- 
Intc season and the opening of 
the trout. In this Interval somo 
of the best salmon-fishing to be 
had anywhere may be had within 
Rti hour's f^de o£ Victoria. Sal¬ 
mon and grilse, Indeed, with few 
exceptions, may lie taken so ob- 
•* tainahle nearly all the year 
round. 

March ushers in trout fishing 
fbr the troll und bait devotees in 


every Island lake and stream, and 
gives mo me excellent sport with 
the big cut-throat trout In Cow- 
ichun. Hprnat. Grand Central and 
other famous lakes-of this flsh- 
ertnan's paradise. March aleo 
gives to the fly-fisherman a pro¬ 
mise of l*etter things to come. 

When the season It ushered in 
by a mild month with "March . 
Brown” already taking the water, 
the fly-fisherman ha« h wonderful 
spring ahead. Wet fly and dry 
fly. the angler lias within easy, 
range of Victoria a dreamland 
where his efforts 'frill be appre¬ 
ciated by Intelligent, educated 
and dend-game fish. 

To the fly-fisherman also goes 
the opportunity of catching king 
salmon on a light rod. To play 
a seventy-|>ound fish on u light 
r*‘d is an experience that will give 
th' most ardent angler thrills for 
the rest of his life. 

EXPORT GAME FISH 

Indeed. Vancouver Island has 
been found so favorable to threo 
or four kinds of game fish that 
the authorities have established 
a hatchery at Cowichan River, 
near the I unction of that river 
with Its lake. From this hatch- 

hundreds uf thousands of fi.C, 
salmon fry «o all purts of Canada, 
to be liberated in neighborhoods 
tlist have l»een leas bounteously 
stocked by Nature. 

Though forgotten In many a 
tourist pamphlet fresh trtltf 
bass should not he overlooked 
from the calendar of a fisherman. 
A three-pound lu*** will fight his 
weight many times over, and on 
m light rod gives all the thrills of 
salmon fishing with the sums 
speed. Even a half-pound bass 
will put up s fight that would 
shame a trout into a hunger 
strike from sheer envy. Lang- 
ford Lokc. twelve miles from 
Victoria, is well stocked with 
fresh water l*as*. though thera 
are many other places as well. 

llow many countries in tha 
world could offer such a wido 
range of game, in such abund- 
dance. and so gratuitously? 

GAME PATROLS 

Though touch can be done to 
regulate the toll taken “by man¬ 
kind of Nature's creatures 
legislation would remain idle 
on statute-books unless It was 
backed up by |M*r«onaJ measure*. 
.Much ss fire warden* patrol the 
forest limits to see that no idle 
spark creates a blase, so Rkme 
wardens keep a watchful- eye on 
hunter's bags in season. 

Bag limits are set annually with 
the opening of the shooting 
season and these limits have to 
be kept. Wardens watch. t»»o, 
that the closed seasons are ob¬ 
served: and It means a court ap- 
pf-urance for the hunter found 
with a bird in its protected 
seurton. The seusons are set In 
relation to the breeding require¬ 
ments of the birds and thus It is 
not sl\ git no- birds can be called 
fair game at any one time. 

SEASONS VARY 

In a injld year the birds hatch 
out their families in t.mo (o have 
them well on the wing by tha 
opening. In spme seasons two 
covejpt will be raised by the sama 
l>arcnia. notably among quail. 
<*n the other hand a cold or wet 
Spring will retsrd the family life 
of the bird* with the result that 
the fedgllngs have to Is* pro¬ 
tected for a longer period than 
u«ual. This load* tn the fixation 
of opening dates which are ar¬ 
rived at*by th* authorities after 
consulting with nil sportsmen 
who wish to add their views to 
the discussion. 

Gann- wardens are respected 
for their necessary duties, end 
perform real service to th<* birds 
themselves. In Winter, especi¬ 
ally if the season be unusually 
cold, wardens tak*- to the wood* 
dajly with sacks of grain on their 
backs. They trap wild cats, kill 
t i suit her. und Jti general hold a 
watching brief In “the interest of 
th*- denizen* of the forest. 

From the desertion of kittens, 
h> logging and construction 
damp*, has sprung up a rare of 
wild cuts which ploy liaviw? with 
yournr birds. One grime warden 
t*K»k fourteen cats In one Winter 
by meqz»» of a Mv • trap. Whera 
Jie found his trap had -enticed 
other prey than that for which he 
was set the victim was llfi* rut* -l 
unhurt. Fats died, however, and 
with the death of every feline, 
came n promise oT4lf« to u larga 
number of youn^ gtnna birds.

THE UPLANDS COAST 

I had turned my face towards home 
when I met two young friends on 
natural history bent. They had a 
pair of fine starfish, one purple, (he 
other yellow. I was tempted back to 
the shore. First of all. we visited 
one of those old Indian shell deposits 
where we found one or two rude Im¬ 
plements of l*one and stone. An ex¬ 
clamation from one of any com pan¬ 
ic ns brought me to where he stood, 
looking at what seemed at first 
glance a strange crimson flower with 
yellow stsmens emerging stalkless 
from the black soli. A closer exam-* 
inatlon, however, showed It to he' s 
crimson centipede encircling with Its 
sinuous body a mass of golden frgg*- 
The animal seemed to be tied In a 
knot.

He whs speedily 
captured and proved a beauty indeed. 
Hto color ran from yellow to a deep 
crimson, and he measured some eight 
inches across. I gathered some tine 
specimens of one of our beautiful red 
sea-weeds, and. also of some darker 
ciumps which were very plentiful and 
conspicuo us.

rpODMORDEN, Lancashire. March 8 
* (By Mall).—There are times 
when one muy cuch a glimpse of 
this unique town irom afar, from 
ono of the barren summits of the 
Pennine Range, for instance. *on a 
clear da)*, and the sight is truly 
repiorkable. 

The tapering chimneys of 320 tex¬ 
tile mills, those of scores of other 
factories and works, are clustered 
closely together like a forest of |iant 
trees. from which the branches and

If the mills aye working, an im¬ 
mense pail of smoke hangs over this 
forest of tall chimneys fed by hun¬ 
dreds of vomiting black mouths. Ail 
sorts of wierd shapes are formed as 
this huge smoke cloud unravels It¬ 
self In the sky. Sometimes it seems 
os though all the foliage of this for¬ 
est has floated up Into the air to 
be- borne along by the wind like the 
trusses of u dark-haired A mason. 

Generally the smoke cloud lingers 
and thickens until it seems to over¬ 
cast the sky. and it is then that ono 1 
is filled with a vague sense of awe. ! 
What is this laboring monster out I 
there on the plain, that lowers and 
frowns in its toil until its brow 
darkens the face of the sun? It is 
Oldham, the city of 18.000,000 
spindles. » I 

In this town alone are morel 
spindles than in the whole of Ger¬ 
many and France. It la « town with¬ 
out equal as far ai cotton spinning I 
1* concerned, and no one can dispute 1 
Its claim to be the metropolis of the 
realm of “King Gotten!** The sta¬ 
tistics of its production are amaz¬ 
ing. and the number of spindles has 
grown from 3.000,000 to 18.000,000 
within the last sixty years. Bo rapid 
has !»een Its growth that It has as¬ 
tonished even Its own inhabitants. 
No wonder that some of them wish 
to change Its name to “Cottonopolis.** 
A visit to Cottonopolis ought to 
!»e looked upon as a pilgrimage 
rather than a holiday—a pilgrimage 
to the shrine of the "Almighty Cot¬

window panes. Had he looked out 
Into the street he would have seen 
an old man with a long pole at the 
end Of which several wires were 
fixed.
